Growth of Tourist Competition 
By States Is Reviewed by Hall 

Twenty-eight Commonwealths Are Now Competing for 
Vacationists' Business, Which Approximated Five 
Billion Dollars Last Year, Hotel Men Are ToM 



Twenty-eight states of the 
union are now conducting com. 
petitive publicity and advertising 
campaigns to attract tourists, Wil- 
bur C. Hall, Chairman of the Vir- 
ginia Conservation - Commission, 
told the Virginia Hotel Associa- 
tion, hi convention in Richmond 
iecently. 

Emphasizing the astonishing 
growth in this travel activity, Mr. 
Hall declared that nine new states 
"Joined the publicity parade in 
1937 and to show the growth of 
the tourist promotion efforts in 
America, in 1932, only three

Development of a channel suit- 
able for the use of small boats 
from Lynnhaven Roads into Link- 
horn Bay, immediately adjacent 
to Virginia Beach, it is argued, 
will insure important economic 
gains for this community. The 
lack of a small boat harbor in 
the inland wateis, it has been 
pointed out repeatedly, retards 
the growth of Virginia Beach in- 
somuch as sail and motor boat 
enthusiasts will not locate or 
vacation where their pet hobbies 
are denied; it curtails patronage 
at leading hotels by the inability 
of yachtsfnen* to reach the resoit 
on their travels, to and from more 
southern resorts in the spring and 
faU. 

Would Aid Oyster Industry 

The lack of a channe} and a 
consequent ebb and flow of the 
tide is working havoc with the 
once prospeious oyster and fish- 
ing industries, the project's spon- 
sors assert. Lynnhaven oysters, 
once a staple food on the tables 
of leading hotels, restaurants and 
private homes throughout the 
north and east, are no longer 
shipped away. , The lack of a 
suitable tidal action in the famous 
oyster giounds of the Lynnhaven 
River has spelled financial hard- 
ship for many once-prosperOus 
shippers and taken many jobs 
away from county residents. The 
same situation is reported by 
fishermen and crabbers. 

All of these ills, the channel's 
sponsois maintain, are due to the 
filling up of Lynnhaven Inlet by 
the State Highway Commission 
when the Lcsner Bridge was built 
ten years ago with the approval 
oT the Army Engineers. Prior to

Cites Tourist Figures 

The Conservation Commission 
Chairman reiterated his plea for 
an appropriation of $250,000 for 
all forms of tourist promotion for 
the Commission during the next 
two fiscal years. 

"It is not unusual for a large 
number of states to pursue this 
activity because a recent report 
of the Secretary of Commerce of 
the United States stated that in 
1937, expenditures for motor 
travel would amount to approxi- 
mately five billion dollars, which 
is about $500,000,000 more than 
for 1936," he declared. "The re- 
port further showed that about 
44,000,000 persons had traveled 
or will travel as tourists in 1937, 
compared with 41,000,000 in 1936. 

Southern States Active 

"Let us briefly survey the sit- 
uation which faces Virginia 
North Caiolina, our neighbor to 
the South, is spending $250,000 
for the next two years to promote 
the tourist business, while Penn, 
sylvania to the North of us is 
spending $500,000. 

"Again, to the South of us, 
Tennessee is spending $200,000, 
$70,000 of which, in the words of 
the Conservation Commissidh of 



that state, will be devoted this 
year to telling the world that 
Tennessee has more to offer than 
monkey trials and child marri- 
ages . . ." 

Speaking directly of ways and 
means whereby hotel executives 
can help Virginia's -tourist trade 
to grow, Mr. Hall listed such items 
as keeping an up-to-date rack of 
folders and booklets which visitors 
might use and in keeping the 
hotel employees who contact the 
public informed of places of his- 
torical importance in the com- 
munity, so such information may 
be imparted courteously and ac- 
curately to guests. He also urged 
the hotel men to feature in the 
dining rooms food which is dis- 
tinctive of Virginia. »

A grant of $5,133 for the con- 
struction of an addition to the 
Negro training school at Euclid 
was approved early this week by 
the Works Progress Administra^ 
tion, according to word received 
from Congressman Norman R 
Hamilton, who appeared before 
the Washington headquarters of 
the WPA in behalf of the pioject. 
Construction of the new addition 
is expected to begin immediately. 

Second Grant for School 

This is the second WPA grant 
to the Euclid school received dur- 
ing the past year, P. W. Cox 
superintendent of county schools 
stated in discussing the project. 
Last, January 18 the sum of $14,- 
008 was set aside as the Federal 
Government's share of the $22", 
000 building, which now is near 
ing completion. The balance of 
the constiuction, costs, plus the 
land on which the building is 
located, was raised by Negro res- 
idents of the county over a period 
of twelve years. 

The funds lately allocated will 
be used to construct an annex to 
the building for agricultural 
classes and implement storage, 
and to install a heating plant and 
plumbing facilities. The original 
building, of monolithic concrete 
construction, has four class rooms, 
assembly room, library and 'prin- 
cipal's office. It was designed by 
the architectural firm of Rudolph, 
Cooke and Van Leeuwen. 

Work Begins on Sewage Plant 

During the past week, prelimin- 
ary construction work also»»was 
begun on the sewage disposal 
tlant for Virginia Beach by the 
Tidewater Construction "Company, 
of Norfolk, awarded the construc- 
tion contract by the Town Coun- 
cil several weeks ago. The site of 
the new plant, on Unkhorn Bay 
adjacent to the Laskin Road 
Bridge, is being cleared and temp- 
orary buiidirfgsaxeeded during the 
building operations have been 
elected. 

R. B. McNutt, Jr M associated 
with the engineering firm of 
Wiley and Wilson, designers and 
engineers of the project, is acting 
as resident engineer and will sup- 
ervise the construct ion. It was 
stated this week that approxi- 
mately eight months will be 
needed to complete the project, 
which will give to Virginia Beach 
a modern sewage^rek$ment plant 
adequate to meet the growing 
needs of the community.

Gasoline taxes collected by Vir 
ginia during 1937 wiU stand at 
the all time high of $16,550,000 
ah increase of Sl.847.000 over 
1936,. "according to preliminary 
"estimates made by EX A. v Kyhn 
secretary of the Virginia Petro- 
leum Industrie's Committee, who 
.io^the recently adopted . program 
of objectives" urged a reduction 
from 5c to 4c in the state's rate 
of gasoline taxation. 

"The enormous increase in the 
state's gasoline tax revenue fully 
justifies our committees position 
that the timf is now ripe for giv 
ing some measure of tax lelief to 
the motorists .of this state, most 
of whom earn S20 to $30 a Week.' 
said Mr. Kyhn. "Gasoline tax 
collections this year will stand at 
$4,073,000 above 1934, an increase 
"Of 32.6 per cent. That remark- 
able gain in revenue certainly in- 
dicates that it is now possible for 
Virginia to reduce its gasoline tax 
late and still have funds to carry 
out a comprehensive highway 
program." ^~

States. They permanently disable 
more than 400,000 people. They 
temporarily disable nearly 10,000,- 
000 people. 

This tremendous toll, when 
translated into wage losses, med- 
ical expense, cost of Insurance 
and business interruptions, repre- 
sents a total annual cash loss of 
approximately $2,500,000,000. The 
proportion of this enormous loss, 
allocable to the American farmer, 
is variously estimated at from 27 
to 35 percent. Hence, $1,000,000.- 
000 may safely be allocated to the 
farms. 

They are closing in on this ac- 
cident villain in one department 
of human activity— the occupa- 
tional. This villain hates book- 
keepers. In well organized indus- 
tries, bookkeepers have been able 
to compute mere carefully the fi- 
nancial losses from accidents be- 
cause of workmen's compensation 
laws. When the enortaity of the 
toll is shown, business organizes 
to cut the loss. That accounts for 
the fact that the death losses 
among the 20,000.000 industrial 
workers in the United States has 
been cut to 1,900 per annum, as 
against 4,400 per annum on the 
farms where bookkeepers are not 
employed. 

The Acciflent Prevention Con- 
ference appeals to those who live 
on the farms to join in the organ- 
ized attack on a foe that annually 
brings its visitation of tragedy 
and financial loss to one out of 
every twelve families.

The day of Coney Island — as 
Coney Island existed during the 
past half century— is definitely 
over. Its patronage is on the 
wane and, unless definite im- 
provements such as have been 
recommended are made, it will 
sink even lower in popular appeal. 
Much the same problems are be- 
ing faced by the officials of At- 
lantic City, where a constant 
clamor for improvement is to be 
heard, and summer attendance of 
quality folk reaches a new low 
each season. o 

Here at Virginia Beach, where 
the carnival spirit has been some- 
what controlled through a wise 
emphasis on quality development 
that suggests permanence, there 
are opportunities unlimited. But 
we cannot take "advantage of those 
opportunities unless the resident 
public and town officials are will- 
ing to check the desire for im- 
mediate gain and build along 
modern lines that make no con- 
cessions to the Coney Island spirit. 
With permanence and quality as 
the watchwords of the community, 
a bright future may be anticipat- 
ed. 



Doubtless there are many who 
will rejoice at the resignation of 
Justice Sutherland, in that it will 
afford the President an opportun- 
ity to name another to the Sup- 
reme Bench. 

If the President blunders so 
egregiously as he seemed to have 
done with his first appointment, 
his friends may have occasion to 
regret, with the Virginia Beach 
News, that Justice Sutherland 
Should have felt called to resign. 

It is our belief that there are 
emergencies in the life, of a nation 
in which the citizen, who has the 
opportunity to serve, owes to his 
country the sacrifice. of his con- 
venience, his pleasure, his health, 
and even his life in a just cause. 
It is our belief that this applies 
in the cases of both Justices Van 
Deventer and Sutherland. The 
courage manifested by each of 
them during the past four years 
of Jtheir service, in conjunction 
with others on the Bench, is 
worthy of the highest commenda- 
tion. Doubtless this will be the 
verdict of historians in the years 
to come. 

It appears, at the moment, that 
some of the Justices have weak- 
ened under the pressure of Presi- 
de! tial attack. It is too soon, 
however, to make such an asser- 
tion and it is in no sense our pur- 
pose so to do. Even Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, now well past 80 years 
of age, and classed always as a 
liberal, has demonstrated that 
there are some transgressions of 
basic law by (he Congress and the 
President for which he could not 
stand. 

Again we express our regrets at 
the resignations of Justices Van 
Deventer and Sutherland: 
Justices Marshall and Tawney 
served 'til the end of their lives, 
at the .ripe ages of 84 years.

Most interesting of the general 
observations made by New York 
City Park Commissioner Robert 
MOses in his recently published 
plan for the rehabilitation of 
Coney Island and other New Vork 
City municipal beaches was the 
statement: "There must be more 
land in public ownership, less 
overcrowding and stricter enforce- 
ment of ordinances and rules, 
better transportation and traffic 
arrangement, less mechanical 
noise-making and amusement de- 
vices and side shows, and a more 
orderly growth of year-round res- 
idents and an increasing respect 
for permanent as distinguished 
from temporary values." 

To those familiar with the old 
Coney Island fabled in song and 
story, this recommendation must 
strike a strong note of surprise. 
It, of all beaches on the east 
coast, was the carnival capital, 
catering to an ever-changing 
crowd of transients and entirely 
devoid in its appearance of any 
sign of permanent values. Now, 
according to Mr. Moses, that day 
has passed, and the general public 
no lohger seeks the catch-penny 
devices that in former years 
brought fame and fortune to their 
operators. 

Exercise and healthy outdoor 
recreation, the Park Commission- 
er asserts, are the goals-sought by 
the summer vacationist of .today. 
Their patronage, he continues 
will go to those beach resorts 
which offer ample opportunity for 
beach sports, where the air is fiee 
of the greasy odor of grilled hot 
dogs and where the, voice of the 
side-show barkdr is Btllled. He 
. recommends restful gardens by 
Crrief fttieHsea. playgrounds and swim- 
ming pools for children, modern 
bath houses under municipal con- 
trol, wide ocean-front boulevards 
for an ever-Increasing automotive 
traffic, ample walkways for the 
strollers and, of course, wider 
beaches for the bathers. 

Development of a resort with 
emphasis upon the health and re- 
creation facilities rather than 
upon noise-makers ami mechari- 
ical carnival equipment, he be- 
lieves, will appeal to the majority 
of summer vacationists and, he 
adds, to those who contemplate 
permanent homes away from the 
crowded cities. He finds especial 
fault with the tendency of de- 
veloping resort communities to 
follow "the unfortunate pattern" 
that so generally prevails in other 
shore resorts along the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

Although here at Virginia Beach 
we frequently are told that more 
of the carnival spirit Is, necessary 
to make this a "big-time" resort, 
the comments of those who come 
here for tfislr first vacation deny 
such a proposal. Those features 
which Mr. Moses would Install at 
Coney Island ate the major at- 
tractions of Virginia Beach— an 
oceanfront devoid of hawkers and 
hot-dog stands, ample room for 
healthful exercise and amusement 
places superior to the general 
run-of-mine of the average sea- 
side resort. ' _

Although we do not overlook the possibility of a deficit, always 
a consideration in any major business or artistic undertaking, we 
do believe that the possibilities of success for the proposed pageant 
are so strong as to minimize such fears of failure as may be raised by 
the pessimists. We assume, of course, that the pageant itself will be 
competently written and directed— and we have no fear on this 
score if Howard Southgate and Beverly Campbell are placed in 
charge of the production— and" that it will be extensively advertised 
throughout that section of the nation that lies within easy access of 
the Beach. 

The motives behind the presentation of the pageant are certainly 
worthy of wide support. Advertising the celebration means wide 
publicity for the otherljsummer attractions that abound here, for it 
cannot be denied that a substantial influx of new vacationists will 
mean other than substantial profits for those who cater to their 
needs. If those sponsoring the celebration did not believe that it 
would bring more revenue to all types of business than could be 
counted on during a normal season, they would have little interest 
in giving of their time and energies to its development.

This book might very well have 
retained the subtitle: "A review 
from the modern standpoint'' 
which was at one time considered. 
The review of art begins with the 
remote past when primitive people 
were "content to be naked but 
ambitious to be fine" and carries 
to the present day the story of 
painting, sculpture and architec- 
ture, including the decorative arts 
when justified because of true 
creative expression — a compre- 
hensive history by a man who 
understands and enjoys modern 
art and is capable of sharing his 
experience with his readers. 

Fully illustrated, there is no 
attempt to make this book a 
"handbook of masterpieces" and 
it avoids the boredom of enum- 
eration and archaeological data.

Mr. Cheney was impelled^ to 
write this, volume because of the 
lack of an art history Written 
from the standards of the 
twentieth century rather than 
from those of the nineteenth 
when the. "canon of natural imi- 
tation was central in the Judg- 
ment olArt." His aversion to real- 
ism, the god of the Victorians— 
and he includes impressionism as 
.a branch of realism— is evident 
in his account of every period. He 
finds little virtue in symbolism. 



feet. He does not, however, sub- 
scribe to the doctrine of Greek 
perfection as expressed by one of 
our best known historians' who 
says, "Greek architecture 
alone in being accepted as above 
criticism, and therefore as the 
standard by which all periods of 
architecture may be tested." 

Late in the nineteenth century 
when the ranks of the eclectics 
were broken, he considers archi- 
tecture again important as it be- 
comes functional, expressive, non- 
tntitative. A modernist • himself , 
Mr. Cheney, as a historian, re- 
frains from propaganda and dog- 
matic statement as is evidenced 
by the admission that the archi- 
tects named as In the .forefront 
of the fight for expressive build- 
ing may be more important as 
pioneers and as contributors to 
theory than as creators of per- 
manently significant monuments? 
He stays within the proper bounds 
of history in avoiding prophecy 
other than to state that in his 
opinion, 'iWe are on the f^rst 
courses of a creative slope, after 
an epochal revolutionary turn. 
There will be other turns, other 
slopes." 

Thoroughly enjoyable and 
thought - provoking. Sheldon 
Cheney's history merits the place 
of first Importance in the library 
of anyone who believes art is im- 
portant.

He breaks with tradition again 
in finding the highest develop- 
ment, not in periods previously 
judged the "golden" ages of vari- 
ous styles, but in the eras pre- 
ceding. "There is notlung," he 
says, "in the range of world art 
so overpraised as Greek sculpture 
in the round as achieved in the 
Periclean age and after," 

Another variation from existing 
histories is the treatment of the 
accomplishments of the Far East 
as jli related part of the story of 
the world's art. Mr. Cheney be- 
lieves it is time that we of the 
New World, of Europe and Am- 
erica recognized this older Asiatic 
culture, that we accepted it as in 
the main stream of the world's 
.significant art. In aegean work,

Simple claim forms have been 
provided by the Social Security 
Board for the rapidly increasing 
number of claimants for old-age 
insurance lump?sum payments, 
Horace K. Dickson, manager of 
the Norfolk Held Office of the 
Board said this week. 

Evidence of the growing real- 
ization that -the Board /Is making 
I lump-sum payments now under 
'the old-age insurance system 
established by the Social Security 
Act is to be found in a comparison 
of the number of claims filed dur- 
ing the last three months in Re- 
glon IV, comprising Virginia, the 
District of Columbia, Maryland, 
North Carolina, and West Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Dickson said. 

There were 307 claims filed in 
September, 672 in October, and 
1,012 filed during November. 

Located in the Post Office 
Building, the Norfolk office serves 
the counties of Elizabeth City, Isle 
of Wight, James City, Nansemond, 
Norfolk, Princess Anne, South- 
ampton, Warwick and York. Res- 
idents of these counties should 
apply at the office for claim forms 
and assistance and information 
about lump-sum payments, it wis 
stated. 

Supplies of claim forms will be 
furnished employers who may 
wish to have them Jo aid their 
employees who reached 05 or the 
relatives of employees who die, it 
was said.

To assure this, he 
believes the v e must be sufficient 
carryover and reserves to meet 
shortages caused by drought or 
other uncontrollable n a t ural 
causes. 

Third, the need for avoiding 
surpluses that win result in ser- 
ious declines in farm prices and 
which may result in industrial un- 
employment.

Long-awaited improvements to 
the roads leading into Virginia 
Beach were assured this week 
when contracts were mailed to the 
successful contractors for the wid- 
ening of a portion of the Virginia 
Beach Boulevaid and- the elimina- 
tion of the eastern bridge on the 
Laskin Boulevard.

Sea Pines Residents Fight

^Opposition to the proposed con- 
struction of a hotel on the south-

Although we've enjoyed many of the movies and stage plays that 
have, featured newspaper men— we remember "The Front Page," 
"Five-Star' Final," "Gentlemen of the Press" and olhers— it seldom 
has occurred to,us that the pictures were attempting a serious study 
of newspaper life as such is lived in the average office of the average 
daily publication. It all was about as realistic as weie the releases 
featuring the life of the shop-girl and her Prince Charming that so 
absorbed the studios duiing the heyday of Clara Bow and the other 
flappers that reigned supremely not so many years ago. 

To us, the calling of a newspaper Scrivener by the glorified title 
of "journalist" meant one of two things: either he was associated 
with the London Times or other important European Journal or he 
was, in the words of a noted wag, a "dead" newspaperman. Although 
we've been visiting and working in newspaper shops for more than 
ten yeais, we never have heard of^ a- fellow-worker who styled himself 
as such except in the case 'of the prominent James Branch Cabell, who 
once served a brief apprenticeship on one of the Richmond dailies. 
Of him it is reported that he came to work on the first day sporting 
a pair of spats, a de^by and a cane. Needless to say, his -stay in 

the office was a brief one. *• .

Probably the most elaborate suite of offices given over to thej 
profession that we af e familiar with are those in the New York Times 
building, but, be it recorded, even these are so far away fiom the 
swank and splendor of the underdog shop depicted in the movies that 
the average reporter or rewrite man would be tempted to remove his 
hat and his shoes before entering. Just as unreal are the depictions 
of managing and city editors by the movies, We don't deny that 
there are a lot of hard-boiled babies in the business, but anyone of- 
them who attempted a Hollywood attitude would be laughed right out 
of his office. 

Alas, too, the gals who work on the sheets we've known were 
employed more for their writing ability and acquisitive ability than 
for their charm. Though it may tend to destroy and illusion built 
up in the minds of the young by these movie presentations, we must 
confess that the best looking lass we have ever encountered in a 
newspaper building worked, not in the glamour department, but as 
a lintoype operator. Further, we aie doubtful that she would rate

Men", which the Clare Tree Ma- 
jor Company from New York will 
play at the Willoughby T, Cooke 
School auditorium on January 31, 
as a sequel, to "Little Women." 
She placed the action in a boy's 
school and depicted herself as Jo 
in the character of it's charming 
and sympathetic mistress. 

It was a very natuial setting, 
for two reasons. Her father, 
Brorispn Alcott, had had just such 
a schoal in Boston. Jo's kindly 
professor-Tiusband is unquestion- 
ably patterned after him. Louisa 
herself was a school teacher until 
at thirty-six she met her fiist 
great success with the publication 
qfctLittle Women". 

If Bronson Alcott lived today 
he would be hailed as a great, 
progressive educator. His, or 
Louisa's method of punishment 
used in "Little Men" might be 
studied profitably by teachers to- 
day. But not unless they had 
both opportunity and ability first 
to win the affection and respect 
with which Piofessor Bhaer in- 
spired his pupils. 

When kindly conversations fail- 
ed to cure Nat of lying, the good 
professor called him to his study 
and handed him a ruler.

Perhaps, if every 
teacher were given a small, quiet, 
bright room in which she might 
talk to her difficult students, pri- 
vately, both teacher and student 
would benefit. Certainly Alcott 
hit the nail on the head when he 
recognized emotional discipline

Conservation Commission to 
Aid in Establishment of In- 
formation Offices 



The Virginia Con servation 
Commission has announced that 
it is assisting with the establish, 
ment of a half dozen iourist In. 
formation bureaus in various 
parts of the state, most of which 
will be operated on a year-round 
bails. • 

Wilbur C. Hall, Chairman of 
the Commission, explained that 
the objective Is to prolong the 
stay of visitors to the Common- 
wealth by providing- them ''with 
complete and accurate road and 
travel information about all 
places in the state. 

Locations Studied 

Details will be worked out later, 
Chairman Hall said, but negotia- 
tions are under way now leading 
tpyme creation of bureaus at 
^Skyland, the mountain-top resort 
along the Skyline Drive in the 
Shenandoah National Park; Col- 
onial Williamsburg, Modnt Ver- 
non, NatujjlBrldge/Wythevllle, 
and perhapso1IF~6r two other 
points. 

The state Is 'providing no funds 
for the operation and mainten- 
ance of these bureaus, Mr. Hall 
stated; adding that they will be 
financed by agencies operating at 
the points. The Commission has 
pledged its efforts to assist In the 
establishment of the bureaus, 
offering the experiences gained at 
■jjetta Washington bureau, now more 
than two years old, and will keep 
these bureaus supplied regularly 
with its tourist literature. 

"Virginia Is one of the great 
tourist states of the nation, yet it 
remains a fact that^there are 
very few well-organized and op- 
erated tourist information sei vices 
within the state," Mr. Hall stated. 
Larger Stays Visualised 

"In spite of our. organized 
efforts to distribute our literature 
widely, only a small percentage 
of the visitors to the state* come 
in with Virginia literature 

"If we can contact these 
visitors, present them with the 
literature they desire, and give 
them road and travel information 
in a friendly and courteous way, 
we can go a long way toward 
^keeping them longer within our 
^borders. J 

"We have selected these half, 
doeen points because they are 
places where the largest majority 
of tourists come. Contacts which 
these bureaus will make will help 
send the tourists to places of 
lesser importance. As we keep 
our visitors longer, we increase 
the economic wealth of the state 
and compensate the visitor by giv- 
him opportunities to see and 
participate in really worthwhile 
attractions of a historic, scenic 
and recreational character. 

'This is a reciprocal service 
and isupredicted on the 
thai, for example, the

RESPIRATORY DISEASES 

"The time of year again has 
arrived when the American pub- 
lic is most vulnerable to colds, in- 
fluenza and pneumonia. With de- 
cided temperature variations, the 
overheating of offices and homes, 
and the natural tendency to pam- 
per oneself by remaining indoors 
or over-protecting oneself with 
clothing when outside, the stage 
is beautifully set for the germs 
causing respiratory ailments to get 
their serious, and not infrequ- 
ently, deadly work," states Dr. I. 
CARiggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

bile in spite of reasonable 
precautions, some people will ac- 
quire colds or worse conditions, 
the piotection that is developed 
by the personal application of cer- 
tain fundamental rules justify at- 
tention to them. Of course, it is 
too much to expect that persons, 
especially those living in cities, 
can avoid crowds altogether, or 
keep away from those who are 
coughing or sneezing, unless they 
happen to be in one's Immediate 
home or business circle. On the 
other hand, much unnecessaty ex- 
posure of this type can be remov- 
ed if but a little care be exercised. 

Regular Sleep Essential 
"The other injunctions, includ- 
ing regular hours of sleep, the 
consumption of nourishing food, 
sleeping and working in rooms 
filled with fiesh air, and avoiding 
drafts, over-fatigue and damp feet 
are fairly easy to follow.' It is a 
form of prevention that . many 
thousands Unfortunately ' fail to 
adopt. ^ . 

"Moreover, it is equally impor- 
tant for one who must cough or 
sneeze to think of the other fel- 
low, and thus control the disease- 
thereby. 
by covering the nose and mouth 
with a handkerchief. And if 
feeling ill. one should go to bed 
at once, no matter how inconven- 
ient that course may be, and send 
for the physician; this, for one's 
own sake. 

. .'In fact, in the so-called respi- 
ratory diseases, the organisms are 
likely to be surprisingly active and 
therefore need immediate check- 
ing. Delay in seeking medical at- 
tention has resulted in many a 
serious illness and premature 
death. It is the good care at theV 
onset of the disease that counts. 
"Regarding pneumonia, this 
condition frequently attacks well 
people suddenly. More often,- how- 
ever, it develops in those suffer- 
ing from a cold. Consequently, no 
cold should be considered to be a 



minor ailment. A cold will respect 
rest in bed and professorial treat- 
ment, but, in all probability, will 
be Indifferent to self- administer- 
ed medication and the continued 
activity of the victim. 

"In short, common sense living 
and reasonable tppreciation of the 
devastating possibilities of respi- 
ratory affllcations should prompt 
eveiyone to develop as much pro- 
tection against the possibility of 
contracting them as can be done. 
And, in the event of this type of 
illness occurring, give it the 
prompt consideration and profes- 
sional attention that it requires."

- Although no official report will 
be available until next week, it 
ia expected that the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress will 
place the Lynn haven Channel, pro- 
ject on that organisation's en- 
dorsed list and woik for its ap- 
proval by the Board of Army 
Engineers. The probability of 
^ s uch action was expressed unof- 
ficially following a review of the 
local project's merits before a 
committee of the congress in 
Washington on Tuesday morning. 
An invitation to present the im- 
provement program to this, group 
was issued last week upon the con- 
clusion of the hearing held before 
the Board of Engineers. Harry 
H. Buckman, of Florida, the en- 
gineer in charge of all southeast- 
ern waterway -projects, strongly 
endorsed the appeal of the local 
group and promised his support 
when next the subject is consid- 
ered by the board. Endorsement 
by the Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress, it is understood, is gener- 
ally an indication of a favorable 
report from the Army Engineers. 

Hamilton la Spokesman' 

Representative N o rman R. 
Hamilton served as chief spokes- 
man for the local delegation in 
the presentation of the Lynn- 
haven data. Improvement of 
Lynnhaven Inlet, he asserted, 
would provide a haven for small 
boats on the western side of the 
Chesapeake and, by pioviding a 
direct waterway 'approach, would 
serve to strengthen the defenses 
of Fort Story. The construction 
of the Jetty, he said, would open 
a clear waterway to the 
basin proposed to be built 
foot of Thirty-first Street, 
ginia Beach. 

Pointing out that the original 
project for the improvement of 
the Lynnhaven waters called for 
the construction of two Jetties at 
a cost of $400,000, Mr. Hamilton 
told the congress that the plans 
had been revised and that only 
one Jetty would be necessary. Cost 
of this construction and the need- 
ed dredging in and near the in- 
let was set at $213,000.

Under the pinch of low prices 
and reduced income, farmers vir- 
tually are forced to overcrop their 
soil year after year, to keep every 
possible acre in cash crops, even 
though this depletes their soil and 
subjects it to erosion, the county 
agent said. They are forced to 
do this because their fixed charges 
do not go down when prices of the 
things they sell go down. In an 
effort to get enough money to pay 
their taxes, interest, and neces- 
sary production costs, farmers 
often are forced to try all the 
haider \o produce as much as 
they can.

Building construction to Vir- 
ginia Beach and to the ana south 
of Fort Story totalled $798,035 for 
the year ended December 31, in- 
formation furnished this week by 
George L. Wadsworth, secietary 
of the Builders and Contractors 
Exchange, of Norfolk, reveals. 
This volume of construction busi- 
ness, greatest to be reported since 
1037, exceeds the total consttuc- 
tlon costs reported for 1036 by 
$357,077. 

Sixty-six residences built local, 
ly during the past year totalled 
$407,915, or an average cost of 
$6,200. In the previous twelve- 
month period, 59 residences were 
constructed at a total cost of 
$281,613, marking an increase for 
the year of $136,303. -v-s 

Sewage Plant Included 

Although no new hotels or hotel 
cottages were constructed last 
year, considerable improvements 
were made to existing structures. 
The cost of such renovation and 
modernization is included to mis- 
cellaneous building activity and is 
reported as $390,110. Because con- 
tracts for the new sewage dis- 
posal plant were let to 103T, the 
$142,500 so expended has been 
figured to this total, which is 
$231,675 ahead of the previous 
year. Thirty-eight building' per. 
mits were issued for this miscel- 
laneous building. 

In the county area away from 
the Beach, only 55 pjojects coat- 
ing $133,875 are reported, a de- 
crease of $31,675 over the total for 
1936.

[ Mirages Along Virginia Highways 
Have you ever wdndered what 
Icauses those patches of wet sur- 
jfttce along the highways which 
disappear upon approach? 

Strangely enough, they are 
mirages, of the same type ob- 
served in deserts, wrtye Dr. Frank 
L. Verwiebe of Eastern Illinois 
State Teachers' College, who has 
made a study of this phenomena. 

The patches are not caused by 
oil on the roads, as some may 
think, but by layers of heated air 
coming in contact with the road 
surface, sufficiently close to the 
ground to refract or bend the 
light rays upward to reach the 
motorist's eye when he happens to 
be in Just the right position.

Some novels are interesting be- 
cause of their characters, some 
because of the situations they pre- 
sent, and a few because of their 
basic ideas. "The Third Hour" is 
one of those rare books that has 
all three of these claims upon the 
reader's attention.

From at least two points of view, 
"The Third Hour" may be con- 
sidered as an international novel. 
The characters are drawn from a 
half-dozen or more nationalities, 
and the story unfolds itself in two 
hemispheres. In doing this the 
author has tried to present a 
world-wide background for his 
drama of unrest and bewilder- 
ment. What he is attempting to 
say is that men and women are 
pretty much the same whether 
they be Englishmen, Russians, 
Spaniards, Mexicans, or Austrians, 
Jews or Gentiles, exalted or low- 
ly. At heart they feel the same 
and long for the same things. 

When this polyglot group gets 
into action it is significant that 
they are always people— that they 
act like people. They are- neither 
saints nor sinners unrelieved, but 
intensely human personalities. 
Hence they constantly swing be- 
tween the noble and the ridicul- 
ous. Perhaps this is what gives 
most of the charm to this very 
readable book: the reader can 
never guess what is going to hap- 
pen on the next page. He can 
only be sure that whatever does 
happen will be sincerely motivat- 
ed. Perhaps it is a riot in a 
South Ameiican cabaret, perhaps 
a family talk in a cockney apart- 
ment, or perhaps it is a gathering 
of the full company in a Jewish 
home on the eve of the Sabbath- 
it does not matter, for Mr. House- 
hold has an unerring eye for the 
essential facts and he never loses 
sight of human nature. And so, 
since human nature can be— and 
often is — at once bawdy and 
pious, passionate and subdued, 
animal and godlike, 



two classes of readers. For those 
who like to read about hair, 
breadth escapes and humorous 
entanglements, and for those who 
like their love interest highly 
spiced — that is to say for some 
ninety per cent of the novel de- 
vouring public— this story will be 
a joy. And for 'that other ten 
per cent Who care more for sincere 
and skillful writing and ail the 
other graces of a well-executed 
work of fiction, there need, be no 
fear of disappointment. These last 
may not all agree with some of 
Mr. Household's ideas, but they 
won't mind that. What they will 
appreciate is the range of his 
humor, which can be at one mo- 
ment Rabelaisian and at the next 
as delicate and subtle as a whis- 
per. They will appreciate his 
clarity in dealing with the motiva- 
tion of troubled souls, as, for ex- 
ample, when he gets down beneath 
the. Nazi violence of the Countess 
Irma or the Communistic fury of 
the Chilean workman to lay bare 
the perplexed and bewildered 
child. They will appreciate a 
great many other excellent things 
about this book which I lack space 
to mention here. "The Third 
Hour" is one novel which makes 
this reviewer enthusiastic.

Diamonds In Virginia 

Oddly, theie have been two dia- 
mond discoveries in Virginia re- 
ported to the State Geological De- 
partment. One diamond, found in 
South Richmond (Manchester) in 
1885, was said to have weighed 23 
and 3-4 carets before cutting, and 
was described as being ■ a faint 
greenish white stone, perfectly 
transparent. The other diamond, 
said to have been found by a 
man ploughing in a coin field 
near Pounding Mill In Tazewell 
County, in 1912, was sold to a 
local jeweler who sent it to New 
York. The occurrence of dia- 
monds is still a mystery to geo- 
logists, since the rocks in neither 
South Richmond nor Tazewell 
bear no similarity to crystalline 
rocks in which the stones are us- 
ually found.

(Continued Prom Page One) 
showed that more than 2,250 per- 
sons were reached duilng 1937 
in the fight against tuberculosis 
by attendance of association mem- 
bers at various meetings through- 
out the county, at Parent-Teacher 
meetings and at other gatherings 
where talks on tuberculosis were 
presented and the film, "Behind 
the Shadows." was shown. 

Not less than four times as 
many children as had ever attend- 
ed former tuberculosis clinics were 
examined during the year, Mrs. 
Parks' report continued, and ten 
and one-half months' hospitalisa- 
tion care was given to seven pa- 
tienfe from the county. Milk 
was contributed to five families, 
clothing and blankets were given 
to suspicious cases, and hot 
lunches were instituted in three 
of the colored schools with re- 
markable improvements noted in 
the children's physical condition. 

It also was announced that be- 
ginning on Monday an x-ray 
clinic will be conducted at Oceana 
High School, the clinic to con. 
ttaue for one week. Miss Florence

venues are expended showed de- 
clines, the . largest of which 
amounted to $782,171— represent- 
ed by a drop in appropriations for 
institutions of higher education. 
A decrease of $360,777 in Confe- 
derate pensions was the . only 
other material decline -in 1937, as 
compel ed*wlth state expenditures 
of 1929, the report shows. 

Expenditures of the state to 

1929 totalled $43,220,287. The 

1930 figure was $43430.045. In 
1936 expenditures reached $51,- 
914,256 and the 1937 state expen- 
ditures as recoided in the report of 
the auditor of public accounts to 
the governor, were $65,066,231. 

Revenues for 1937 were $21,- 
041.674 above 1929, $26,903,047 
over 1933 and $13,908,707 over 
1936,. The increases, however, a 
study of the figures reveal, were 
to a major extent in segregated 
funds. Compaied with 1929, last 
year revenues increased more 
than $6,582,000 from motor ve- 
hicle fuel. $4,368,000 from unem- 
ployment compensation, and $5,- 
554,038 represented gross profits 
of the ABC board. Grants by the 
Federal government accounted 
for $5,077395 on the gross re- 
venues of the state, divided be- 
tween highways, welfare institu- 
tions, educational institutions, 
public health, u n employment 
compensation, etc.

with the approach of night a photo- 
electric cell device automatically;

Selling the Virginia General As- 
sembly on the vital need for a 
railroad a hundred years ago Was 
a tough job, for a railroad in 
those days was considered mpre 
or less an upstart in the business 
of transportation. 

It took rail-minded folks near, 
ly three years of strenuous effort 
and four petitions to the state's 
lawmakers before they granted a 
charter for the construction of the 
City Point Railroad— a primitive 
little nine-mile line between City 
Point (now Hopewell >. and Peters- 
burg—the first unitAo/ what is 
today the Norfolk/and Western 
system.

;' With the slogan, "1838— A Cen- 
tury of Service— 1838", the Nor. 
f oft and Western is celebrating 
throughout the year 'the 100th 
birthday anniversary of the City 
Point' Railroad. Construction of 
the line was begun in April 1837 
and placed in operation on Sep. 
tember 7, 1838. 

It was in the autumn of 1833 
that a group of 41 citizens of the 
"County of Prince George and the 
town of Petersburg" signed a peti- 
tion, which was presented to the 
General Assembly on December 14 
of- the same year. It requested the 
passage of an act authorizing the 
incorporation of a company to 
construct a "rail road" from 
Petersburg to City Point. The act, 
according to the current issue of 
.the Norfolk and Western Maga- 
zine which publishes the first of a 
series of historical articles on the 
various units which later made up 
the railway, was passed by the 
House of Delegates, but was de- 
feated In the Senate. A second 
petition jyas presented to the As- 
sembly in 1835. Again, the peti- 
tioners "went down" to defeat. 

But the railroaders would not 
quit. They presented their third 
petition during the same year 
Once more, they were defeated. 
Fourth Petition Successful 

In addition to their trouble:; 

with the General Assembly, the 

ailroaders had other fights on 

their hands. In January 1836 

mother petition was presented, 

aot by the railroaders, however, 

but -fche hostile stockholders of 

the Lower Appomattox Company, 

who told ' the lawmakers they 

wanted no railroad to compete 

with their boats, which plied the 

Appomattox River between City 

Point and Petersburg. 

But the backers of the railtoad 
kept fighting, and in January 
1836, they presented the fourth 
petition, praying to the General 
Assembly for a charter. And at 
Jast. victory rewarded their effotts 
when, on January 26, 1836, the 
legislators passed the act charter, 
ing the City Point Rail-Road 
Company.

Movement to 
Highways Draws 
fro 1 V ny Comm 



Reports received from 
Demonstration Clubs th a number 
of Virginia counties show increas- 
ing interest in the Statewide rural 
beautif ication movement sponsor, 
ed by the Associated Clubs of Vir- 
ginia for Roadside Development. 
Already more than 48.008 Virginia 
women, representing practically 
every community in every county 
in the State, have enlisted in the 
movement to make the rural high- 
ways of the Old Dominion more 
attractive to both local and out- 
of-State tourists. 

An important objective of the 
campaign, officers of the Asso- 
ciated Clubs have announced, is 
to clear the roads of unsightly 
signs and bill-boards that clutter 
up so many of the" State's most 
scenic highways.

Before the new lights were 
placed there had been forty night 
automobile fatalities on these 
streets within a two and one-half 
year period. The record for the 
first four months after the modern 
lighting system was installed was 
completely free of night-driving 
fatalities. 

Costs Estimated 

'In Illinois engineering experts 
have estimated the cost of satis- 
factory highway lighting installa- 
tion at less than ten percent of the 
initial construction cost of a four- 
lane highway. Estimates are cited 
to show that adequate lighting of 
public streets and highways is not 
too expensive to consider from the 
viewpoint of its value as a definite 
public improvement, when it is 
realized that tile economic loss at- 
tributable to automobile accidents 
each year in the State of Illinois 
runs Into the millions. . 

"The legion's campaign for light-

Another striking ex- 
ample Is had In the accident rec- 
ords on the Mt. Vernon Memorial 
Highway, which Indicated a 250 per- 
cent Increase In night accidents 
with lights out of service as com- 
pared with the rate for an equal 
period when lights were used. 

Human Life Saved 
'.'Human life can be conserved by 
safe highways, made safe by mass 
education of motorists and pedes- 
trians, including school children; 
impartial enforcement of traffic 
laws; uniform traffic regulations, 
and removal of physical traffic haz- 
ards. We in tbe DepartjMfc of 
Illinois think it logical that, In its 
nation-wide campaign for accident 
prevention, The American Legion 
well may consider the elimination 
of darkness on highways as its 
fifth front of attach.*

"Next to Best Thing" 

"Of course, .'store teeth' are the 
next best thing when one is com- 
pelled through actual necessity to 
use them. Moreover from an 
aesthetic standpoint the results 
often are .very satisfactory; but 
looks and performance are differ, 
ent propositions. 

"For example, the teeth in a 
normal mature mouth can exert 
two hundred and fifty pounds 
piessure, while the best the arti- 
ficial teeth can do is thirty to 
sixty pounds.' Then again, there 
is the long training period before 
the satisfactory employment of 
the artificial variety can be at- 
tained. Indeed, an entirely new 
chewing process must be learned. 

"The thougnuul .person will 
realize that nature cannot be im- 
proved upon, that wearers of false 
teeth are likely to over-praise 
them, and that one's primary duty 
is to the teeth already in one's 
head. 

Daily Attention Necessary 

"Consequently, one's own teeth 
should receive daily attention by 
way of an effective cleaning with 
a toothbrush, and the ,use of 
dental floss to extract the deposits 
of food between the teeth. In ad- 
dition, one should consider as an 
unbreakable obligation the semi, 
annual visit to the dentist for ex- 
amination, correction of defects,

An appeal for funds to be used 
for the relief of millions of suffer- 
ing men, women, an J children in 
China Was made yesterday by E.

chapters throughout the country 
Were joining in the appeal. 

"In asking our community to 
assist in raising this fund." Mr. 
Herbert said, "there is little need 
to emphasize appalling conditions 
existing around Shanghai and 
other cities, inasmuch as news- 
papers, newsreels, and radio have 
vividly pictured conditions that 
exist." 

For Relief Agencies 

He said that this money would 




be allocated to relief agencies and 
hospitals already existing, and 
that a committee of American 
business then in China, appointed 
by the American Ambassador, Nel- 
son T. Johnson, would be formed 
to distribute the fund. No per- 
sonnel will be sent from the Unit- 
ed States. 

"In addition to the urgent need 
for food, shelter, and warm cloth- 
ing, one of the great needs in 
China at the present tune is for 
medical assistance," Mr. Heibert 
said. "Great danger exists that 
epidemics may break out."

LEGISLATIVE ODDITIES IN THE NEWS . 

Although the experiment in national prohibition of beer, wines 
and liquors should offer conclusive proof that certain long established 
habits of the human animal are not to be eliminated, however many 
laws may be passed opposing the continuance of such habits, this 
land of the free still has more than Its share of ardent reformers and 
prophets who believe that humanity can be legislated as a mass into 
proper candidates for the land within the pearly gates. 

Whenever and wherever a legislative body convenes, there is to 
be found the usual pile of prospective reforms. The believers in the 
merits of prohibition of liquor still pound at the gates; the quiet Sun- 
day seekers lobby for their "Blue Laws;" toe anti-cigarette gang is 
on hand, and so are all of the other worthies who seek to restrain 
man's tastes and enthusiasms by the force of law. 

Liquor, cigarettes, attendance at Sunday baseball games, Sun- 
day motoring and the like may foe bad for those who partake of these 
secular means of enjoying their limited stay on terra firma. A pack- 
age of Old Golds or two ounces of Captain Applejack may so impair 
our physical health as to cause us to die at toe youthful age of 
seventy-nine years, eleven months and thirty days rather than upon 
our eightieth birthday; a ride along colorful highways or two hours 
spent in toe open air watching a baseball game may sap our moral 
stamina and make us a disciple of the devil — these things may hap- 
pen ae the prophets prophecy, but we still believe that we have the 
absolute right to die a day earlier or to join Old Nick's gang if we so 
desire. Simply abstaining from these things— by force of law— won't 
make us a better citizen or put us in the mood for eternal salvation. 

And yet, although all of human experience proves our point, we 
still must fight to avoid being gobbled by the Puritans. If we kill, or 
steal, or do any of the Other things proscribed by law for the common 
good, then W0 expect to be~ punished. Offenses against society are 
properly punishable by any civilized state, but the same reasoning 
has nothing to do with so-called offenses against the inner man. 
Wheft legislators attempt to inteifere with rights which are vested 
in the individual rather than in the state, whatever the moral good 
expected to be so accomplished, that is the time to fight. Man's 
thoughts and his tastes are not within the province of democratic 
regulation or supervision. 

Virginia, which in the mam rilay boast of a reasonable legislature, 
always has had its cianks and its reformers. Too, its Bishop Can- 
nons and the like on the outside have exerted terrific pressure to have 
certain moral reforms sponsored by the lawmakers, though not very 
often with success. So, as we view the oddities, as we choose to call 
them, that are now pending in the assembly,- we do so with no fear 
of their passage, for the reasonableness of which we have spoken 
may be relied upon to carry us through these misguided efforts to 
make saints of even the most confirmed sinners..

the Americans were trying to- kill 
the goose, not being content with 
her golden eggs. 

The political scene is reported 
by Mr. Farson from the capitals 
of the counti ies he visited. In 
•Colombia he found the "Roose- 
velt of the Andes" trying hard in 
the face of a growing fascist or- 
ganization, the Derechistas, w to 
give the country a New Deal. In 
«• hotel Ecuador he found a military die- 
change a neighborhood, tatorship, supported by an army 

which impressed him as honestly 
seeking only to maintain nation- 
al stability and the status quo. In 
Peru he was told by the dictator 
who was af i aid of the Communist 
bogey: 'I am a Peruvian patriot. 
I am a soldier. There will not be 
elections in Peru for some time 
to come." 

In Quito, the capital of Ecuador, 
Mr. Farson picked up this story, 
which shows what South Am- 
erican revolutions are like.

A bill to limit the length of 
freight trains to 70 cars is now 
pending before toe National 
House of Representatives. This 
bill has already been passed by 
the Senate. The exponents of toe 
bill, who are mainly composed of 
unions of railroad workers, claim 
that toe object of the bill is to 
increase safety margin in rail 
transportation, but the actual ob- 
jective is to enlarge the number 
of railroad employes. Modem rail- 
road equipment has proved con- 
clusively that freight trains can 
exceed 70, cars with absolute 
safety. Rather than making rail 
transportation safer by curtailing 
length of trains, the risk would 
be augmented by the increase of 
rail traffic due to such a regula- 
tion. The present splendid record 
of railroads precludes* the neces- 
sity or reason for such a bill. 
. The aveiage citizen might eas- 
ily say to himself, "Why bother 
about this bill? Why not let the 
interstate Commerce Commission 
and the railroads fight it out be- 
tween themselves? It doesn't con- 
cern me and an increase in em- 
ployment is a good thing." Such 
reasoning is fundamentally faulty, 
as an increase to the cost of rail- 
road transportation is passed on 
to the public in higher freight 
rat:s. The farmer would be one 
of the first to feel the effects of 
this fact, as both toe materials 
which he must buy, such as lime, 
! fertilizers, etc., and his farm pro- 
ducts, including the shipment of 
i his livestock, are in bulk. Relative- 
ily speaking, the radius of the 
| fanner's maiket is dependent up- 
on the mileage that produce can 
be shipped and still be sold at a 
profit at the current market price 
An increase in freight rates would 
have the effect of either curtail- 
ing the limits of a farmers 
market or making the cost of 
farm products to the consuming 
public higher, *wfhich ' directly 
affects tire cost of living to every- 
one and to all labor in particular. 
The recent revolt against retail 
meat prices shows only too, plain- 
ly the attitude of the American 
public towards such an increase in 
the price of food. 

Because railroads by their very- 
nature are monopolistic and be- 
cause the public is absolutely de- 
pendent on their proper and eco- 
nomic functioning, toe manage- 
ment Of our lailroad system is a 
public question. No business, 
either private or public, can be 
put on a false financial basis due 
to a desire to increase employ- 
ment. The people have the justi- 
fiable right to expect that rail- 
road rates be kept down to a 
minimum based on a legitimate 
profit over operation costs to the 
raihoad companies. The effect of 
putting an excessive burden on 
the cost of rail transportation 
would, through increased rates, 
put a hardship on toe public 
which would far outweigh any 
benefit derived by an artificial in- 
crease to railioad employment. 
Because the railroad must serve 
toe entire public it is not logical 
for operation cost to be augment- 
ed for the advantage of a com- 
parative few. The cost of run-

THE PRESIDENT'S CHOICE 



President Roosevelt's choice of 
a new Justice for the Supreme 
Court will command widespread 
respect. Mr. Stanley Reed is young 
in years, rich in experience, well 
equipped for toe responsibilities 
of the great office for which he 
has been nominated. The record 
he has written in Washington 
these last eight years is stamped 
with quiet scholarship and steady 
devotion to the task to hand. 
Members of his Own profession 
hold him in high regard. He is a 
"broad constructionist" . of the 
powers of the Government und 
the Constitution, but there has 
been no evidence of intolerance 
in his advocacy of the law as a 
living instrument designed to 
meet the changing needs of 
changing times and no lack of 
respect in his attitude toward 
traditions which rest upon the 
solid basis of experience. Opposing 
counsel who have crossed swords 
with him in legal argument have 
found in him a fair adversary and 
a generous opponent. . 

The comment is certain to be 
made that Mr. Reed has appear- 
ed befoie the Supreme Court to, 
the role of a defender of a long li£t 
of Nw DeaJ» measures— including 
even NRA. which" the «ourt itself 
held to be unconstitutional by 
unanimous decision — and the con- 
clusion is likely to be drawn by 
some observers that his consistent 
championship of such measures 
demonstrates a lack of discrim- 
ination on his part and a tem- 
perament which is partisan rather 
than judical. But to say. this is 
to ignore the responsibilities of 
the office which he has occupied 
since 1935. He has served, these 
last three years, as Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United States, and it 
has been his duty, in that office, 
to appear for and to represent the 
Gove:nmtnt in all cases before, 
the Supreme Court in which it 
has been an interested party. To 
his client, toe Government, he 
has owed precisely the same re- 
sponsibility—of making the best 
possible presentation of the case 
on the merits of the f actsp-which 
any lawyer to private practice 
owes to his own^cuent. There is 
no reason to believe that his cap- 
able administiation of an office 
which has been, occupied to re-

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Health Notes 



Measles 

"In this enlightened age there 
Mill are parents whose attitude 
srd the childhood diseases is 
of Indifference. To a general 
unconcern where health .is in. 
votved Is added the idea that 
many of these afflictions at 
worst are annoying and that the 
sooner the children get them the 
quicker will the attendant diffi- 
culties be removed. This is the 
logic of ignorance," states Dr. I. 
C. Rfcgin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"For example, consider measles. 
This disease is a prevalent con- 
tagious childhood aliment. Ap- 
proximately, one-sixth of the re- 
ported measles cases in Virginia 
occur in children under five years 
of age, in which age limit at least 
fifty per cent of all the deaths 
from that cause occur. 

"Fof parents to assume that 
measles merely represents the In- 
convenience of quarantine, that it 
is more or less harmless, and (hat 
the sooner their piogeny get it 
the better for all concerned, is for 
them to run a serious and some- 
times a tragic risk. 

Indictments Listed 

"Here is the indictment against 
measles: 

, 1. According to the latest fig- 
ures available, measles is one of 
the six major causes of deaths of 
children under five years of age. 

2. In non-fatal cases, the dis- 
ease can,. and frequently does, de- 
velop conditions that jeopardize 
future health. 

3. It is highly infectious in Its 
early manifestations before the 
eruption appears. At this stage. It 
presents symptoms of the com- 
mon cold for which frequently it 
is mistaken. 

4. Parents fail to report mild 
cases, wishing to dodge the re- 
sponsibilities and minor inconven- 
ience of quarantine. 

"It follows that instead of an 
attitude of resignation or disinter- 
estedness, parents should develop 
a reasonable concern where 
measles is concerned. This Inter- 
est well might involve the follow- 
ing points: 

1. Within one's control, al3 
possibilities of subjecting young 
children to infection should be 
eliminated, quarantined homes 
should not be visited. 

2. Where measles is prevalent, 
any condition suggesting a cold 
in an irifant or young child Justi- 
fies seeking the prompt advice of 
the family physician. The disease, 
if, existing, thus is discovered 
early, is more easily treated, and 
the possibility of infecting others 
greatly is reduced.

informed him that 650,000 sick 
and homeless persons were crowd- 
ing the International Settlement 
and Greater Shanghai at the pre- 
sent time, with many times that 
number scattered ' throughout 
coastal and interior cities, towns, 
and villages that have been de- 
vastated. 

Health Problem, 

The national chairman also 
pointed out that lack of adequate 
housing facilities for the homeless 
was aggravating the health prob- 
lem, and that existing - public 
shelters had long been over- 
crowded, resulting in thousands 
homeless being forced to huddle 
under straw matting shelters 
without sufficient protection from 
snows and cold rains sweeping 
over the country, j. 

Alleys and doorways in the 
towns and cities were ciowded 
with bewildered men women, 
and children, Americans on the 
scene reported, and since railway 
services had been disrupted there 
was no way to evacuate them to 
other areas. 

"An' offer of assistance to the 
Japanese and Chinese Red Cross 
Societies was made last August by 
the International Red Cross Com. 
mittee at Geneva. The Japanese 
Society replied that their resources 
were adequate to deal with their 
situation, but the Chinese stated 
that they very much needed out- 
side assistance."—* — — *- 

"The Red Cross has become an 
international symbol of mercy," 
Mr. Herbert concluded, "and there 
is gieat need for our cooperation 
at this time. I am sure that our 
appeal will meet with a generous 
response, and that we who live 
in such a fortunate land will assist 
the suffering and homeless thou- 
sands in China."

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IT WAS ON SEPTEMBER 7, 1838 that a crude, little wood-burning steam engine, pulling 
carriage-like contraptions, loaded with excited, cheering passengers, pulled and snorted out 
of the town of Petersburg, Va., On the first run, of a nine-mile journey to City Point, on the 
James River.

LOCALITIES PLAN 
TB ASSISTANCE 

Rehabilitation Program for 
Patient* Underway in 
Many State Communities 



Having already organized train- 
ing classes for the benefit of pa- 
tients in the State's three tuber- 
culosis sanatoria, officers of the 
Virginia Tuberculosis Association 
yesterday disclosed plans to in- 
tensify its rehabilitation program 
in various localities. 

Through its executive secre- 
tary, Miss Margaret Dunkelberger, 
the Roanoke Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation announced that it was the 
first to authorize the appointment 
of a rehabilitation committee. It 
will embrace members drawn 
from each of the city's outstand- 
ing civic clubs. 

Pioneer in Work 

According to H. Laurie Smith, 
president of the State Association, 
Virginia is pioneering in this 
work designed to equip former 
patients for new walks in life. In 
fact, he said, the undertaking here 
has attracted country-wide at- 
tention. Dr. Kendall Emerson, 
managing director of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, recently 
said: "We will watch with the utj> 
most Interest the progress of the 
work. The first report certainly 
shows a broad grasp of the sit- 
uation, and a wisely progressive 
plan." F. D. Hopkins, executive 
secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation, declared, "Virginia is 
leading the country in developing 
rehabilitation on a statewide 
basis." 

Mr. Smith explained that the L. 
A. ("Tex") Gaines, Jr., Memorial 
Fund has made possible the de- 
velopment of this rehabilitation 
program. The fund retained- Har- 
land Cisney as vocational direc- 
tor, and he began a survey of the 
situation last August. 

Counsel Provided 

"The advice of members of the 
State Rehabilitation Department 
was solicited in planning this ed- 
ucational program in the sana- 
toria," Mr. Cisney explained. "It 
was decided to integrate the ac- 
tivities of the Vocational Adjust- 
ment Service with those of the 
State Rehabilitation Department, 
which, according to its regula- 
tions, can accept for training only 
those tuberculosis patients whose 
disease has been arrested. Because 
of this regulation, it was suggest 
ed that the Vocational Adjust- 
ment Service should attempt to 
provide a large measure of the 
vocational counseling and the 
necessary academic and prevoca- 
tlonal training while the patient 
is in the sanatorium. When he 
leaves and is able to begin full 
time vocational training, this wilt 
be provided by the State Rehabi- 
litation Department for those pa- 
tients eligible for this service." 

Under present plans the State 
Board of Education will take over 
the sanatorium classes in July, 
provided the present General As- 
sembly appropriates sufficient 
funds for special and adult educa- 
tion.

CROCHETED toques with match- 
ing belts and bandbags are in 
style for Spring wear and a smart 
ensemble like the one pictured here 
is easy to copy. All three articles 
are made with %" Jet black rib- 
bons of Cellophane cellulose film, 
giving a tashlonable shiny effect. 
The stitch is single crochet, taking 
up both loops of each stitch and 
using a #1 needle. 

The hat, which is known as "The 
Berenice," was originated by 
Lonlaesanders, leading New Yoslfc, 
designer.

Establishment of school lunch 
rooms as a means of promoting 
health, scholarship, and reducing 
delinquency among Virginia school 
children has been uiged by State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Sidney B. Hall. 

In issuing a bulletin on lunch 
rooms to go to all school officials, 
home economics teachers, and 
NYA supervisors in the State, Dr. 
Hall said that it was Illogical to 
expect growing young people to 
behave properly or to remain at 
a high mental pitch six or seven 
houis a day without a*hot noon 
meal. He pointed out that most 
of the pupils in Virginia either 
attend schools where there Is no 
cafeteria or else are unable to pay 
for the food offered in existing 
lunch rooms, two situations which 
should be corrected. 

The new bulletin, considered a 
forward step In Virginia educa- 
tion, contains instruction sheets 
on all phases of lunch room opera- 
tion. These sheets were prepared 
under the direction of Miss 
Martha Crelghton, supervisor of 
home economics education in Vir- 
ginia, and Miss Frances Sanders, 
State NYA consultant on girls' 
work, and will reach more than 
1,200 school and NYA officials. 

The recommerided policy calls 
for the lunclyroom to be operated 
under the technical supervision of 
the local home economics teacher 
and with workers either home 
economics giils, or those employed 
by NYA or WPA. Dr. I. C. Biggin, 
State Health Commissioner is 
Among those urging the establish, 
ment of school lunch rooms as 
a safeguard against ill health and 
ineffiency.

VIRGINIA'S DAIRY INDUSTRY RANKS 
NEAR TOP IN DISEASE PREVENTION 



t\ AVID W. GU10N, mustclan-com- 
JLf poser, whose cowboy song, 
"Home on the Range," is a W* M § 
House favorite, is the only member 
Of the American Society of Cemaos- 
ers, Authors and Publishers who is 
equally at home before* the key- 
board of a grand piano and astride* 
a backing bronco. Famous in the! 
music' world for his symphonic 
transcriptions of traditional melo- 
dies of the cowboy West and the 
negro South, he Is still more cele- 
brated in his home State of Texas 
as a rodeo champion. 

Charles J. Finger, the author, was 
Ouion's first music teacher. Finger, 
A young Englishman, had opened a 
music studio in San Angelo, Texas, 
in 1902, when the seven-year-old 
Guion b.egan his weekly train trips 
of sixty miles to take lessons. But 
before he had mastered the intrica- 
cies of written music, the child 
could play by ear the unwritten 
songs heard among the cowboys and 
the soul-stirring spirituals sung in 
the church of his negro mammy. 

His musical studies led him 
'abroad at the close of his formal 
schooling i in Whipple Academy in 
Jacksonville, Illinois, and in Poly- 
technic College, Fort Worth, Tex. 
At the Royal AcadenfpJn Vienna, 
he studied piano for three-years un- 
der Leopold Godowsky, then return- 
ing to New York, spent two more 
years la study, chiefly self-instruc- 
tion In composition. Then he re- 
turned to Texas as director of the 
Daniel Baker College School of 
Music In Brownwood. 

His research into the unpublished 
native songs of the South and West 
soon bore fruit. "The Bold Vaquero," 
published in 1919, Is credited with 
being the first published arrange- 
ment of an American cowboy song. 
Soon followed bis widely discussed 
symphonic arrangement of "Turkey 



in the. Straw," which was played as 
a pikno concerto by Percy Grainger. 
He has made arrangements of 
words and music of a great number 
of cowboy and negro songs, and has 
produced more than one hundred 
original compositions In various 
forms from simple songs to full 
symphony arrangements. 

David W. Galon is of French 
Huguenot stock. His grandfather, 
John I. Gulon, was governor of 
Mississippi. His father, of the same 
name, was among the most distin- 
guished lawyers of Texas at the 
turn of the century. His mother, 
Armour Fentress of Tennessee, was 
a gifted pianist and .singer. 

He Is in perfect physical trim, five 
feet five, erect and alert, wiry, tan- 
ned and distinguished-looking. He 
is an outdoor enthusiast, loves to 
ride spirited horses, Is fond of Eng- 
lish bulldogs and is a collector of 
antiques of the Southwest.

With bovine tuberculosis infec- 
tion reduced to less than one half 
of one percent in the state,, Vir- 
ginia stands high among the na- 
tionVaairy industries to its at- 
tempt to eradicate the disease. Dr. 
John R. Mahler, Chief of the U. 
S. Bureau of Animal Industry 
from Washington, D. C. told 
members of the 31st. Convention 
of the Virginia- State Dairymen's 
Association which was concluded 
Saturday. • 

Following a vigorous twenty 
yean' eradication campaign, suc- 
cessfully achieved through the co- 
operation of Virginias cattle 
and dairy industries hjth the 
State and Federal Agricultural 
Departments, every county to the 
Commonwealth' has been placed 
to the modified accredited area, 
it was explained. 

Many Cows Tested 

"It is interesting to note the 
steady increase to the volume of 
cattle testing to Virginia," Dr. 
Mohler said. "Records show that 
from July, 1997 until the end of 
the year, approximately 35,000 
cattle were tuberculin tested to 
the state with the disclosure of 
only 96 reactors, which is less 
than one half of one percent. 

"During the last fiscal year 
throughout the entire country, 
tuberculin tests were applied to 
an estimated 13,750,000 cattle. 
The percentage of reactors was 
0.7 which was the lowest degree 
of infection found since the work 
first got underway in 1917. At 
that time country-wide infection 
was estimated to be about 5 per- 
cent." 

All but two states, have been 
place in the modified accredited 
area, it was pointed out. South 
Dakota and California, weie said 
to be progressing satisfactorily 
and it was indicated that it would 
not be long before these states 
would be taken into the Federal 
fold. A consdierable amount of 
work has also been undertaken 
in Puerto Rico. * 

Infection Low 

« 

Dr. Mohler congratulated Vir- 
ginia's cattlemen on the pi ogress 
being made, on Bang's disease. It 
was shown that with the assist- 
ance of the State Department of 
Agriculture andAthe Federal gov- 
ernment, all breeding cattle over 
dix months of age in a large per- 
centage of Virginia's .counties, 
have been tested for 1 this infection 
and the reactors removed. ) 

The degree of infection in most 
counties was said to be low, Dr. 
Mohler told the convention. In 
74 counties, the percentage was 1.8 
and in one county there were no 
reactors reported, indicating a 
progressive wiping out of the dis- 
ease. 

Bang's disease, Dr. Mohler ex- 
plained, is a germ, commonly 
called "biucella abortus" which 
exists in all localities where cattle 
are maintained. 

In November, 1937, there were 
in the entire country 813,404 
herds containing more than 8,- 
000,000 cattle under supervision 
in the cooperative Bang's disease 
control prog: am. About 5 percent 



of cattle or an estimated 400,000 
head annually werejpund to be 
reactors. 



Virginia, Dr. Mohler reported, 
has the highest percentage of 
cattle under supervision in any 
state, the figure, he said was 71.6 
percent. Virginia is one of eleven 
states which offer payments for 
reacting of cattle. Under Federal 
regulations the maximum pay- 
ment is limited to $85 for grade 
cattle and 858 for purebred re- 
gistered cattle. * 

This limit will probably con- 
tinue, the animal industry chief 
said, after the bill now before 
Congress becomes a law, but the 
amount win he further limited, 
he explained, because a Federal 
payment under the proposed law 
shall not be more than one thiid 
of the difference between the ap- 
praised value and the salvage. 
There is also a provision isktiie 
pending legislature, It was poffit- 
ed out, which requires that on 
and after May 1, 1939, no Federal 
payment on any animal shall ex- 
ceed the amount paid by the state 
to the owner for the same animal. 

"If the Bang's Disease control 
work in all the states could teach 
the point it has reached in Vir- 
ginia," Dr. Mohler, said, "the out- 
look would be much more encour- 
aging. The tasks involved in 
combatting the disease will not 
be as easy as the tuberculosis 
campaign because, (1) When tub- 
erculosis was at its worst, only 12 
percent of the herds were infect- 
ed while in Bang's disease we had 
40 percent; (2) In tuberculosis at 
the outset we had 4.9 percent of 
the cattle infected while the 
Bang's disease, the initial tests 
during the first year showed over 
14 percent of the cattle infected."

"The history of the activities of 
the organization is one of 
romantic development, develop- 
ment which began in 1886 with a 
few serious-minded but enthusi- 
astic young women going forth 
with nourishment and delicacies 
to comfort the sick, to the time 
In 1896 when their enthusiastic 
work had grown to such propor- 
tions that it was necessary to hire 
a nurse, Her operating base con- 
sisted of a telephone in her small 
bedroom, and she went forth on 
her errands of mercy riding a 
bicycle. 

"This was the birth of the visit- 
ing nurse service, one of the five 
branches of the King's Daughters 
now. at the service of citizens of 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County. The work grew by leaps 
and bounds. The young women 
grew older, but they are still the 



enthusiastic organization that in 
1896, after ten years of service, 
became the Norfolk City Union of 
the King's Daughters. 
"As the years passed, their en- 



for an ever wider service, which 
Includes today a children's clinic, 
health stations in scattered sec- 
tions of the City of Norfolk and 
the Maternity Center. The 52 
years since the beginning of the 
movement have not been years of 
Idleness, but years of accomplish- 
ment, years of serious thought in 
the struggle to obtain necessary 
funds to keep the work going, and 
the public of today, is well ac- 
quainted with the work being done 
locally in caring for the under- 
privileged. 

"During the year just closed, 
the visiting nurse service made 
41,006 visits to 4,893 patients. The 
children's clinic held 834 clinics 
during the same period, with 13,- 
801 visits reported by 5,846 pa- 
tients. A total Of 868 children 
were cared for in the nursery 
sponsored, in connection with the 
clinic. 

Many Health Stations 

"Fourteen health stations scat- 
tered through Norfolk listed 25,- 
647 visits from patients, in the 
maternity center, 5,690 patients 
were cared for. It is interesting 
to note that there were 663 de- 
liveries last year and, since 1935, 
not a single mother's life has been 
lost. The educational department 
listed 7,866 visits, with 52 student 
nurses enrolled. 

"To the poor in Norfolk and in 
this county, the King's Daughters 
is % veritable Rock of Oibralter, 
standing solidly behind those to 
trouble, ever alert to help the 
underprivileged. 

History of Clinic 

"For many years there was an 
acute need for a clinic where ex- 
pectant mothers who were unable 
to afford a private physician 
would be able to obtain treatment 
and instruction in pre-natal care.

Wildfowl RefugePlan Accepted 
By Virginia Game Commission 

9,000 Acres in Back Bay Selected for Duck-Resting Area by 
United States Biological Survey; County to Receive 25 
Per Cent of Refuge's Profits 



The wildfowl refuge proposed, 
for establishment In the Back Bay , 
area of Princess Anne County by 
the United States Biological Sur- 
vey loomed as a certainty this 
week as a consequence of action 
taken by the Virginia State Game 
and Inland Fisheries Commission 
at a meeting heifi in Richmond on 
Tuesday. An amended proposal 
made to the StatcVommission by 
the Fedeial agency was accepted, 
and the details incident to estab- 
lishment of the refuge are ex- 
pected to be worked out in the 
near future. 

Under the revised proposal, the 
wildlife refuge will embrace •.- 
000 acres of land and water, and 
25 per cent of the Income from the 
project will be turned back to the 
county in lieu of the taxes now 
collectible. The original proposal 
called for the purchase of 11,000 
acres of land and water and a 
smaller percentage of income for 
the county. 

County Officers Opposed 

Chief opposition to the original 
proposal, which was aired at a 
meeting of the Game and Inland 
Fisheries Commission held ia Nor- 
folk late last year, was voiced by 
official spokesmen of Princess 
Anne County, who argued that the 
refuge would occupy too much of 
the shooting grounds in Back Bay 
and would seriously curtail county 
tax revenues. Other interested

REGULATIONS SET

Local Assemblyman Intro- 
duces Bill Restricting Use 
of Fishing Nets , 



Restrictions in the setting of 
fishing nets and the placing of 
other obstructions in waters of the 
tidal section of Virginia are con- 
tained in a bill introduced into 
the House of Delegates early this 
week by Harry B. Davis, assembly- 
man from Printess Anne County. 
The bill was referred for action 
to the committee on the Chesa- 
peake and its tributaries, from 
which group it is expected to be 
reported promptly to the House. 

As proposed, the bill provides, 
that it shall be unlawful to set 
or fish any pound net within one 
mile from either side of the mouth 
of the Lynnhaven River. It also 
provides that all net stakes or 
poles be withdrawn by the owner 
when no longer in actual use for 
fishing purposes. 

Oyster Planting Restricted 

No person shall plant oysters or 
place stakes or other obstructions, 
the bill continues, in the Chesa- 
peake Bay within half a mile of 
the shore between Cape Henry 
and the Norfolk County line where 
a seine is licensed to be laid out. 
It further provides that no per- 
son shall operate any device for 
aking clams within three-quar- 
ters of a mile of the shore lying 
between Lynnhaven, Inlet and 
Willoughby Spit pier in Norfolk 
County.
